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ANNUAL  REPORT,  1940. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

This  Report,  like  the  previous  one,  is  much  abridged. 

The  Registrar- General  estimates  the  population  at  129,800 
as  compared  with  139,900  in  1939  and  140,000  in  1936. 

The  figures  relate  to  civilian  population  only  and  do  not 
include  Middlesbrough  residents  serving  in  the  Forces  elsewhere 
or  Service  personnel  from  elsewhere  drafted  to  this  area.  I  am 
sure  there  has  been  no  reduction  in  the  total  population  of 
Middlesbrough . 

The  birth-rate  shows  a  sharp  increase  and  is  the  highest  since 
1931.  The  birth-rate  for  England  and  Wales  shows  a  slight 
decrease. 

The  death-rate  also  shows  a  sharp  increase  and  is  the  highest 
since  1929.  The  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  showTs  an  even 
sharper  increase  relatively  and  even  though  the  Middlesbrough 
rate  is  higher  than  in  previous  years,  it  is  now  below  the  average 
rate  of  the  principal  towns  of  this  country.  The  cause  of  these 
increased  death-rates  is  not  far  to  seek  and  although  no  precise 
information  is  available,  it  is  a  safe  assumption  that  the  other 
countries  engaged  in  hostilities  show  an  even  greater  increase 
in  their  death-rates. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  Middlesbrough  infantile  and 
maternal  mortality  rates  have  fallen,  although  they  are  still 
higher  than  the  corresponding  mortality  rates  for  the  country 
generally. 

The  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  fell  to  nearly 
half  of  that  of  1939  ;  accounted  for  almost  entirely  by  the  small 
number  of  cases  of  Measles. 

Since  1929,  there  has  been  a  steady  decline  in  the  percentage 
number  of  children  successfully  vaccinated  until  1939,  which 
shows  an  increase. 
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The  Cancer  death-rate  is  the  highest  recorded,  but  taken  in 
conjunction  with  the  lower  death-rate  in  1939,  there  is  but  a  slight 
increase.  Nevertheless,  it  is  true  to  say  that  the  statistics  over 
a  long  period  of  years  present  a  slow  but  steady  increase.  The 
figures  for  the  country  generally  are  higher  than  those  of  Middles¬ 
brough  and  show,  also,  a  steady  increase. 

A  happ}^  feature  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report  is 
the  greatly  increased  amount  and  value  of  materials  recovered 
in  the  course  of  refuse  disposal  ;  conclusive  evidence  of  a  salvage 
scheme  creditably  and  efficiently  conceived  and  managed. 

Your  Health  and  Hospital  Services  continue  to  function  well 
and  the  quickening  tempo  of  the  war  effort  has  necessitated  ever 
increasing  vigilance  and  painstaking  investigations  followed  by 
the  needed  preventive  action.  More  than  ever  is  the  Department 
required  as  the  guardian  of  the  Public  Health. 

I  express  my  grateful  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  to  the 
Members  of  the  Committees  I  serve  and  to  my  colleagues  of  the 
Municipal  Medical  Services  for  their  continued  guidance,  loyalty 
and  co-operation.

(1)  The  estimated  population  for  1940  is  129,800  which  is 
10,100  less  than  for  1939.  These  figures  relate  to  civilian 
population,  and  do  not  include  either  men  who  have  joined 
the  Forces  or  Military  men  drafted  into  the  town. 

(2)  The  number  of  live  births  is  2,679,  an  increase  of  96  as 
compared  with  the  previous  year.  The  birth-rate  is 
much  higher  than  the  average  for  England  and  Wales. 

(3)  The  number  of  deaths  is  128  more  than  in  1939.  There 
has  been  a  corresponding  increase  throughout  the  country 
generally.  The  crude  death  rate  of  Middlesbrough  is 
higher  than  that  of  England  and  Wales.  The  Registrar- 
General,  however,  supplies  an  Areal  Comparability  Factor 
for  each  area,  which  when  applied  to  the  crude  death-rate 
produces  an  adjusted  rate  which  is  strictly  comparable  with 
that  of  England  and  Wales.  In  the  case  of  Middlesbrough,

the  Areal  Comparability  Factor  is  1.16  so  that  the 
standardized  rates  for  1940  are  : —

(4)  The  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  is  less  than  in  1939,  but 
considerably  higher  than  the  corresponding  rate  for  England 
and  Wales. 

(5)  The  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer  is  203,  23  more  than  in 
1939. 

(6)  The  death-rate  of  infants  under  one  year  per  thousand  live 
births  is  72  as  compared  with  75  for  1939  and  55  for  England 
and  Wales. 

(7)  In  1940,  483  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  as  compared 
with  149  in  1939  and  279  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified 
as  compared  with  266  in  1939. 

There  were  388  cases  of  Measles  in  1940  as  compared  with 
3,183  cases  in  1939.

Ante-natal  Clinics. 

Ante-natal  clinics  are  held  at  the  Maternity  Hospital  four 
mornings  a  week.  Patients  booked  for  delivery  at  the  Hospital 
attend  regularly  throughout  the  pregnancy  as  required  by  the 
Medical  Officer  who  takes  the  Clinic.  Women  who  will  be  attended 
at  home  for  their  confinement  by  municipal  or  private  midwives 
are  also  seen  in  conjunction  with  the  booked  hospital  cases  on 
four  mornings  a  week  at  the  Maternity  Hospital. 

In  the  case  of  the  latter,  should  any  medical  treatment  be 
necessary  or  any  abnormality  be  diagnosed  or  suspected,  a  note 
is  sent  advising  the  patient’s  own  midwife  of  the  fact  and  if 
necessary,  recommending  the  calling  in  of  the  patient’s  own  doctor.- 
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In  addition  to  the  Maternity  Hospital  clinics,  two  extra 
-clinics  are  held  each  month  in  the  out-lying  districts,  namely, 
North  Ormesby  Centre  and  American  Red  Cross  Centre. 

A  post-natal  clinic  is  held  at  the  Maternity  Hospital  on  one 
afternoon  per  week.  Patients  who  have  been  delivered  at  the 
Maternity  Hospital  attend  this  clinic  and  others  are  referred  to 
it  by  midwives  and  health  visitors.  Special  cases  are  seen  by 
appointment  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Office,  47  Grange 
Road.

Health  Visitors. 

The  municipality  employs  six  whole  time  health  visitors. 
Their  duties  include  home  visiting,  attendance  at  Infant,  Ante¬ 
natal  and  Sunlight  Treatment  Clinics. 

Each  health  visitor  visits  in  her  own  area,  each  notified  birth, 
infants  under  one,  children  up  to  five  and  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers.  She  also  visits  in  case  of  ophthalmia  to  assist  and  to 
ensure  that  the  mother  understands  instructions.  Visits  are  also 
made  in  the  investigation  of  maternal  deaths,  puerperal  pyrexia, 
still-births  and  neo-natal  deaths. 

The  Infant  cards  remain  in  the  health  visitors'  files  until  the 
child  is  five  years  old.  If  a  child  does  not  attend  a  centre  regularly, 
he  or  she  is  visited  at  regular  intervals  until  school  age  is  reached.

HOUSEHOLD  AND  TRADE  REFUSE. 

Collection. 

A  weekly  collection  is  made  from  the  36,017  houses  and  shops 
within  the  Borough  (an  increase  of  17  since  the  beginning  of  the 
year)  and  a  daily  collection  from  all  commercial  hotels. 

The  collection  is  made  by  21  motor  vehicles  (no  horse  labour 
being  used),  consisting  of  1  Ford  (for  Organic  Refuse),  1  Austin 
(for  Kitchen  Waste),  2  Dennis,  3  Karriers,  5  S.  D.  Freighters  and 
9  Scammells. 

A  free  collection  of  2  bins  or  sacks  (not  exceeding  2  cubic  feet 
capacity)  is  made  from  all  trade  or  business  premises,  thereafter 
each  bin  or  sack  is  chargeable  at  the  rate  of  3d.  each.  The  system 
of  payment  is  by  vouchers  or  quarterly  agreements,  based  on 
the  average  amount  of  refuse  removed  weekly.  There  is  also  a 
special  charge  in  operation  for  the  collection  and/or  disposal  of 
loads  of  refuse  from  trade  or  business  premises.

Dispensary  Treatment. 

During  the  year  1940  there  were  6,483  attendances  at  the 
Dispensary  ;  501  new  patients  were  seen.  Of  the  total  new  patients 
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92.6%  were  sent  by  the  local  practioners,  a  figure  which  indicates 
the  close  co-operation  between  the  practitioners  of  medicine  in 
the  town  and  the  Dispensary. 

5,309  visits  were  paid  by  the  health  visitors  to  the  homes  of 
the  patients  while  82  consultations  between  the  private  practi¬ 
tioner  and  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  were  also  held  in  the  patients’ 
homes. 

611  pathological  specimens  were  examined  in  the  laboratory 
of  the  Dispensary. 

Tuberculosis  Housing  Scheme. 

Under  this  scheme  104  families  have  been  dealt  with. 

Institutional  Treatment. 

The  treatment  of  patients  under  this  heading  has  been  greatly 
interfered  with  by  two  factors,  viz.,  the  war  and  the  closing  of 
the  Poole  Sanatorium  for  rebuilding.  The  Poole  Sanatorium 
was  evacuated  on  the  13th  February,  1940.  The  patients  were 
accommodated  for  5  months  25  days  in  West  Lane  Sanatorium 
and  latterly  in  the  Sanatorium  Block  in  the  Municipal  Hospital. 
The  children  were  transferred  to  the  Municipal  Hospital  and 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  from  the  Municipal  Hospital  to 
Hemlington.  The  results  of  treatment  are  therefore  presented 
as  below  in  massed  figures  — 

Male  Adults  : 

188  male  adult  patients  were  treated.  27  were  discharged  as 
quiescent,  87  were  improved  and  15  unchanged. 

Female  Adults  : 

110  female  adult  patients  were  treated.  Of  those  discharged, 
24  were  quiescent,  63  improved  and  1  unchanged.  8  patients 
were  admitted  for  observation  and  5  were  found  to  be  definitely 
tuberculous.
